The Existing Coinage of Great Britain- 
As so much interest exists at nreiient in 
regard in iho coinage of the Biilish Empire, 
we have been at some pains in oblaiiiiiig re- 
liable ilala as lo the (piaiilily of gold, silver, 
eunpcr and bronze coin at present in circu- 
lation throughout Great Britain r.iid Ireland. 
The facls and figures resulting Iroin our in- 
quiries it is our purpose now to give to our 
readers. In 181(3.17, a complete re-coinage 
of the silver currency of the United Kingdom 
loiik place, ami as most oflhe gold coins of 
a date anterior to thai pciiod have become of 
light weiuht and found their way back to the 
crucibles' ol the Royal Mini, it will bo wi ll 
to ccnimence our general siateinent from 
18IG. It appears, then, from oflieial ac- 
counts, that ihere have been issttod from the 
British Mint since that year and up lo the 
present moment —

15y far the larger portion of the two last 
named denominations of money — double 
sovereigns having long since become obso- 
leiu — were coined during the reign of her 
present ftlajesty.

In the 
lirst, no less than XI 1,'.)5-J,391 in sovereigns 
ami liaH'-sovereigiis wero pressed into being ;

The united productions of ihese 
two years thus gives a total equal to rather 
more than one-seventh of the entire g(du 
coinages of the whole '14 years in qaeslion.

lorlill.as, (little cakes,) each getting all he 
can eal ; euros all diseases llesb is lieir to ; 
restores sight to the blind ; in fact, peilornis 
all kind of miracles. No one can tell Ins 
name or where ho came from. He says ihai 
ho will bo killed in Mexico, and requests 
that his murderer may not be punished. He 
claims he is sent on an especial mission to 
the Mexican people and thai ho shall per- 
form many wonderful things and make many 
disclosures before he closes his career. Ap- 
parently but sixteen or seventeen years of 
age, he has a' great beard of pairiarehal 
length ; and as an evidence that he is no im- 
posTur, it is reported ih.il Gen. Vidar.rri had 
him cleanly shaven, and ibeii told him if be 
was rcallv a man of Goil, as he professed, 
lo cause liis beard to reappear upon his faoe. 
The Saint requested his interrogator to turn 
his back for a few moments, which he did, 
anil alter inaki.ig a prayer and going ihrougli 
some mysterious ceremony, iireslu ! his face 
uas covered with beard the same as belore. 
Thus the story goes, and if not true, certain 
it is that the Mexicans of this and _ tho ad- 
joiniiig. counliea are swatrolng thilhor in 
'large numbers, and some Americans ere pie- 
paring to go. 

PaocuKss i>y Catholicism i.v Gueat 
P.iiiTAi.v.— The increa.so of popery in Great 
lUiiain is a litile remarkable, and is begin- 
ning to alarm thoughtful minds. Statistics 
show a remarkable progress within tho last 
thirty years. In the year 1829— the year 
in which Roman Catholic emancipation was 
conceded— there were in the cniiiilry 117 
priests; now there are 1342, being an in- 
crease of 895. Then Ihere were 449 chapels ; 
now there are 993, an increase of 54-1. In 
18,'i!l there wore 37 monasteries, the increase 
during the year has been 10. In the same 
year there were 123 convents for females; 
now there are 155. There are also twelve 
eolleues. Roman Catholics are laruely ap- 
pointed as chaplains in the army, and have 
all tho privileges in common with Lpisco- 
palian idiaplains. Tho .Jesuits, loo— wlu)se 
very prfsen-.-e in tho country is contrary lo 
siiiinie law— are making strenuous elforts lo 
oet hold of the edncation of youth. There 
,^ie 114 .lesoit schools in F.nglaiul. In Ire- 
land, in l.'^5!l, nearly 4S0.000 Roman Catlio- 
lie ciiildren attended the national sehooN, 
which i-ost the country about X205,000. 

The extension of institutions under the 
desj. -nation of reformatory schools is another 
object lar:^ely sought by the .lesuit^. The 
..rant to their schools ill IS.".!! amoiinle.l lo 
£10,707. Mavnoolh College, an iiis liMition 
ilevrili'd enlire"ly to tho trainiiii: of Roaian 
Catholic priests, receives X.'.O.OOil aiiiiually 
|>om goveriiineiit. Inmo.stot the colonies, 
loo, the Kaine eoiirse is pufiii-l, huge siinis 
being annually voted for Unman t.'alliolie 
ohieels. 

'The British sovereign swears mi the gos- 
pel, on her nccesiion, that the peculiar do,- 
irines oflhe church of Home are " damnalile 
and idolalroiis," and vet the British Parlia- 
ment aiinuallv voles 'immense sums for the 
propa 'alion of those same doctrines, and 
for tho education of the men who teach 
them! With such fostering care, there is 
no reason why papacy slioula not spread 
rapidly. _
